D O N ’T BE IN TOO 
M U C H O F H U R R Y T O 
GO TO C O L L E G E 
It is not always advisable for young 
people to spend their time continuous­ 
ly in high school and college. Some 
may find it necessary to stay out a 
year or two in order to earn money 
to go on with their education, or to 
gain more maturity so that they may 
more adequately meet the demands of 
the college program. Still others may 
profit by working a year or two before 
entering college, so that, through this 
experience, they may better orient 
themselves to a career. 
This advice to the prospective Uni­ 
versity of California student is set 
forth in a pamphlet on the counseling 
of students seeking higher education, 
from the pen of Dr. Merton E. Hill, 
director of admissions of the Univer­ 
sity. 
In the same pamphlet Dr. 
Hill 
states that any person who can live 
on as little as $300 to $500 a year, 
who has proper credentials from a 
junior college, high school or other 
accredited Institution, and who has 
the proper outlook as to the demands 
of higher education and the world be­ 
yond. may enter the University with 
the assurance thut he will succeed 
therein. Opportunities for a student 
to earn his way through college con­ 
tinue good, he says. Sixty-eight per 
cent of the junior college entrants at 
least, are able to support themselves 
in whole or in part. Thirty-five per 
cent earned from $100 to $300 a year. 
Sixty-two per cent of a picked num­ 
ber of students at both Berkeley and 
Los Angeles reported that they were 
able to live comfortably on less than 
$300 a year for room and board.

L ife ," apparently destined for a place 
on the coming Novem ber ballot. 


"T he 
purposes 
of 
this 
proposed 
amendment of the state constitution 
have been duly summarized by 
the 


Attorney-General. 
The "Pe titio n Cam ­ 
paign Comm ittee for $30 a W eek for 
Life , California State Pension P la n ." 
sponsor of the act. is 
industriously 


plugging for it. 
"T he startling im plications of 
the 
literature circulated by this organiza­ 
tion with the mouth-filling name are 
borne out by the act's provisions. The 
preview, indeed, failed to do justice 


to the offering itself. 
A reading of 
the act’s forty-five closely printed sec­ 
tions starts a w hirling in the head. 
“ It hurtles all precedent by decree­ 
ing that the Governor, within live days 
of its adoption, shall appoint one of 
three named men to serve as adm inis­ 
trator until the general election 
of 
1940. 
It gives that official unlimited 
power to draw upon and disburse a 
state appropriation of up to $700.000, 
authorized under the act to meet ex­ 


penses while the program is getting 
under way. 


"Offered for the Governor's selection 
on the altar of public service are Roy 
Owens and W ill H. Kindig of Los 
Angeles and J. C. Elliott of Anaheim. 
The act provides (Sec. 4) that if the 
state executive .fails to appoint one 


of the three within the specified time. 
xMY. Owens, as "first on the list." shall 
"autom atically 
become 
such 
ap­ 
pointee," that if he “ shall refuse to 


serve . . ." Mr. Kindig, "as the second 
named person." shall become the ad­ 


m inistrator. "and so on until the en­ 
tire list is exhausted.” 
“ The appointm ent or autom atic ac 
cession of an adm inistrator 
having 
thus been assured, the drafters of the 
new constitutional amendment turned 
to fiscal provisions. 
The pensions, to 
get ahead of the story a bit, are to 
be paid in state w arrants, 
but 
the 
$700,000 to be placed at the adm inis­ 
tra to r’s disposal for "expenses” would 
be real money.
